Discussed the interpretation of the claim language "where the underside [of the barbsl projects from the body along a 
line transverse to the longitudinal axis of the body, the line being arcutate" with respect to Applicant's intention that the 
arcuate base on the underside of the barb is the where the barb is attached to the suture body. Noted that claim 



amendments further clarifying the structure of the barb and the arcuate base will overcome the present rejection over 
Buncke. However, Morencv teaches a curved barb with an arcuate base as discussed in the July 28, 2010 Office 
Action. No agreement on allowable subject matter was reached .
